In view of these facts, it seems unfortunate that 
so many of the plumbing and heating contractors 
do not grasp this opportunity, but permit their bills 
to run to maturity and lose discounts, which amount 
to hundreds of dollars annually even in a small 
business. 

No business man would let several thousands of 
dollars lie idle indefinitely without interest, but 
some men will often fail to take advantage of cash 
discounts, which make ordinary interest look in- 
significant. 

Failure to take advantage of cash discounts is 
not, of course, entirely a matter of indifference, but 
in many cases owing to a lack of capital. A con- 
tractor, however, who is worthy of credit ought to 


be able to secure the assistance of his bank at a 


reasonable rate of interest rather than paying the 
jobber an extravagant one by passing the discounts.
